today, President Roosevelt replied to the 
criticism of his recent letter, in which 
he referred to Moyer and Haywood, offi- 
clals of the Western Fedération of Min- 
ers, charged with implication in the mur-! 
der of former Governor Steunenberg, of 
Idaho, as ‘‘undesirable citizens.” 
Accuses the Labor Union. 

The president says he regrets any body 
of men should so far forget their duty 
to their country as to, by formation of. 
Societies and in other ways, endeavor to 
influence justice, or ceerce court or jury; 
, that they, not he, are trying to influence 
justice and he condemns what he calls 
their flagrant impropriety in the matter. 

He says that he indicated no opinion 
as to their guilt of the Steunenberg mur- 
der, but that it was a simple absurdity 
to suppose that because a man is on trial! 
he is free from criticism as to his man- 
ner of life. He said he might as well be 
accused of trying to Influence the suits 
against Harriman, some of whose friends 
had © . eriticized him. “He said that 
Moyer and Haywood stand as represen- 
tatives of those who habitually appear 
as guilty of incitement to or apology for 
bloodshed and violence. He added that 
he was profoundly indifferent to the con- 
demnation of hin’ for his criticisms of 
the undesirable types of citizens, regard- 
less of the power of either labor or 
capital. 

Tart Letter of Roosevelt. 

The letter follows: 

“April 22, 1907.—Dear Sir: I have re- 
ceived your letter of tle 19th inst., in 
which you enclose the draft of the for- 
mal letter which is to follow. I have 
been notified that séveral delegations 
bearing similar requests are on the way 
hither. In the letter you, on behalf of 
the Cook County Modyer-Haywood con- 
ference, protest against certain language 
I used in q@ recent letter which you as- 
gert to be designed to influence the 
course of justice in the case of the trral | 
fo rmurder of Messrs. Moyer and Hay- 
wood. I entirely agree with you that it 
is improper to endeavor to influence the 
course of justice, whether by threats, or 
in any similar manner. For this réason, 
I have regretted most deeply the action 
of such organizations as your own in 
undertaking to accomplish this very re- 
sult dn the very case of which you 
speak. For instance, your letter is head- 
e@, ‘Cook County Moyer-Haywood-Petti- 
pone Conference,’ with the headlines 
‘Death aannot, will not, and shal] not, 
claim our brothers.’ ‘This shows that 
you and your associates are not  de- 
manding a fair trial, or working for a 
fair trial, but are announcing in advance 
that the verdict shall only be one way, 
and that you will not tolerate any other 
verdict. Such action is flagrant in its 
impropriety, and I join heartily in con- 
demning it.

“Judge Loving learned that Estes had 
taken his daughter riding Sunday night, 
and he brought the girl back home drug- 
ged and unconscious. Judge Loving 
waited unjil he could get the full story 
from the girl’s lips about the drugging 
and assault, and then. he took 
and wentin-search of listes.*™ 

Judge Loving said: 

“When I heard the awful story from 
the lips of my dear one, I was insane. 
I waited to learn all the-facts, and then 
nothing in God’s or man’s power could 
have stopped me. from taking his life. I 
did it after careful consideration.” 

Girl Confined to Her Bed. 

Miss Loving is reported to be in a very 
nervous condition as the result of the af- 
fair, being confined to her bed by the 
ordeal. 

Harry Snead, a brother-in-law of Judge 
Loving, learned from his sister, Mrs. 
Loving, of her husband's mission, and he 
made a desperate effort to stop him, 
reaching Oak Ridge three minutes after 
the killing. 

The people at Livingston, the home of 
Bstes, and at Oak Ridge, the home of 
the Lovings, are quiet, and no further 
trouble is anticipated.

Dissenting Opinion. 


The majority opinion of the commis- 


sion was rendered by Commissioner 
Prouty, Chairman Knapp and Commis- 
sioner Harlan dissenting. 

A large number of carriers have 
filed tariffs confining the use of these 
tickets to amusement companies; and 
the commission -was informed that 
there is an impression arising out of 
the silence of the commission on this 
subject that the commission had fin- 
ally concluded such tickets might be 
thus limited. . Before taking steps to 
bring the matter before the courts 
for determination, the commission 
sees proper to. state the contrary 
view and to indicate in this decision 
the reason upon which it bases its 
conclusion. 

After citing several court decisions, 
it was found that the circumstances 
and conditions mentioned in the sec- 
ond section of the act to regulate com- 
merce refer to the carriage itself and 
that the transportation of such amuse- 
ment companies on party rate tickets 
would be similar transportation where 
the same number of persons, not be- 
longing to such companies, offered to 
travel. 

Rigid Rule of Action. 

“It will be seen,” says the commis- 
sion, “that under thd@ holding of both 
our own and the English courts, ses- 
tion two prescribes a rigid rule of ac- 
tion. If the circumstances and con- 
ditions of the carriage itself are the 
same, the charge must: be the same. 
We are unable to see‘ how the car- 
riage of ten persons belonging to an 
amusement company as a party differs 
from the carriage ‘of ten other persons 
as a party in the same train at the 
Bame time and between the same 
points and we, ‘therefore,- are of the 
opinion that the party rate ticket 
must be open to the general public. 

“This is not.a.case.in which. an or- 
der can be made. We simply state in 
answer to very many inquiries from 
interested carriers what our interpre- 
tations of the law will be. If that 
interpretation is not accepted by the 
railways, we shall at once proceed to 
bring the question before the courts, 
where alone it can be authoritatively 
settled.” .

$1,000,000 for the establishment of a 
fund for rudimentary schools for -south- 


ern negroes was announced here tonight. © 


The donor is Miss Anna T. Jeanes, a 
Quakeress, of this city. Booker T. Wash- 
ington, head of Tuskegee institute, and 
Hollis Burke Frizzell, president of the 
Hampton Normal and Industrial insti- 


tute, are named as trustees of the fund, 
but neither of the institutions they rep-’ 


resent will share in the gift. 

The income of the million dollars is to 
be used for the sole purpose of assisting 
in the “southern United States commu- 
nity, country and rural schools for the 
great class of negroes to whom the small 
rural.and community schools are alone 
available.”’ 

The deed of gift was executed yester- 
day, and in it Booker Washington and 
Hollis Frizzell are empowered to appoint 
a board of trustees in connection with 
the fund. The Pennsylvanig Company for 
Insurances’ on dives and Granting An- 
nuities, of this city, will act as fiscal 
agent for the _trustees. . 

Miss Jeanes Eighty Years Old. 


Miss Jeanes, the donor, is about eighty 


years old, and comes from an old and 
wealthy family, which has been prom- 
inent for more than a century. She has 
long been interested in the welfare of 
the negro, and has been a contributor to 
institutions for their education. She has

It 
is as foolish to assert that this was de- 
signed to influence the trial of Moyer 
and Haywood as to assert that it was 
designed to influence the suits that have 
been brought against Harriman. I 
neither expressed, nor indicated, any 
opinion as to whether Messrs. Moyer and 
Haywood were guilty of the murder of 
Governor Steunenberg. If they are guilty, 
they ought to be punished, If they are 
not guilty, they certainly ought not to 
be punished. 

“But no possible outcome, either of the 
trial or the suits, can affect my judg- 
ment as to the undesirability of the type 
of citizenship of those whom I men- 
tioned.

Montgomery, Ala., April 23.—(SpeciaL) 
Congressman Richmond Pearson Hobson 
fs ready for his tour of his district, 
accompanied by a number of depatment- 
al experts, the object being to give to 
the farmers of his territory all the in- 
formation that can be had free from the 
government forces of the nation. There 
will be a large party and the subjects 
dealt with will be soils, good roads, for- 
estry and education. 

‘It js now finally settled,” wriges 
Captain Hobson, “that four experts are 
to accompany me on my canvass, be- 
ginning the 6th of May. Dr. Bonsteel, 
of the bureau of soils; Sam C. Lancas- 
ter, of the good. ro office; William 
L. Hall, an expert forester and an ex- 
pert on cotton culture, whose name will 
be known ina day or two. A fifth ex- 
pert from the postoffice department will 
join the party at Tuscaloosa, but will 
remain behind to map out the rural 
free delivery posstbilities.” 

This trip of the young congressman 
from the sixth fs one of the most unique 
of all the canvasses that has been made 
of a district or territory. He outlined 
the plan at the Pinehurst meeting of the 
conference for education in the south, 
and it caused the most enthusiastic com- 
ment and approval. He is to take these 
men, who are paid by the government, 
and let them give to his people every- 
thing they know, teach them how to 
analyze soils and show them the best 
way to improve roads.

or creed, or in whatever portion of the 
country they live, when I condemn both 
the types of bad citizenship, which I have 
held up to reprobation. It seems to me, 
a mark of utter insincerity to fail thus 
to condemn both, and to apologize. for 
either, robs the man thus apologizing of 
all rights to condemn any wrongdoing in 
any man, rich or poor, in public or in 
private life. 

As to the “Square Deal.” 

“You say you ask for a ‘équare deal’ 
for Messrs. Moyer and Haywood. So do 
I When I say ‘square deal,” I mean a 
square deal to everyone; it is equally a 
violation of the policy of the squaré deal 
for a capitalist to- protest against de- 
nunciation of a capitalist, who is guilty 
of wrongdoing, and for a labor leader to 
protest against the deduncfiation of a 
lahor leader, who has been guilty of 
wrongdoing. I stand for equal justice to 
both, and so far as in my power lies, I

In Tennessee the average popu- 
lation per square mile is 50, and in 
Mississippi it is but 35.

In proportion 
to population, a much larger percent- 
age of the passenger traffic of the 
country is drawn from cities than from 
the rural communities. This is due in 
part to the large amount of suburban 
travel in the neighborhood of every 
large city, and in part to the fact that 
city people are required to travel more 
on business and are inclined to travel 
more for pleasure than are the people 
living in the country. The census 
office classes as urban the population 
ef the cities of 8,000 or over. In 1900 
the urban population of Massachusetts 
was 76 per cent of the total; of New 
York, 68.5 per cent; of Pennsylvania, 
45.5 per cent, and of Ohio, 38.5 per 
cent. In that year the urban popula- 
tion of Tennessee was only 13.4 per 
cent of the total, and that of Missis- 
sippi was but 2.6 per cent of the total. 


Small Urban Population. 


‘In the whole section south of the 
Potomac and Ohio rivers and east of the 
Mississippi only 8.! per cent of the total 
population in 1900 was urban. These 
figures show that, with the small popu- 
lation per square mile and the very 
small proportion of urban population in 
this section of the country, it would be 
impossible to develop a. volume of pas- 
spenger traffic that would warrant a 
reduction of fares to a level that might 
be fairly remunerative in states like 
Massachusetts, New York, Pennsylvania 
or Ohio, wit. their great average density 
of population, with their heavy subur- 
ban traffic. and with their regular 
heavy travel between large cities. Much 
of the passenger business on any rajl- 
Way system must be carried on without 
regard to whether it is immediately 
profitabig or not. This is especially true 
in sections like the south, where the 
population is not dense, and in such 
sections the proportion of unprofitable 
trains is much greater than where the 
population is more dense.
